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THE PROPOSED INSULTAB HIGHWAY 


The proposal by TM Lancaster that the old 
Salem-Lowell railroad bed be converted into a | 
highway, to reach the property that Insultab | 
wishes to build on, in No.’ Wilmington, was not | 
unexpected. Ever since the land was rezoned | 
last January the question has existed as to. how 
the new firm could get a building permit. 

The land they wish to buy is between Route 
125 and the old railroad bed. Route 125 is a 
"linited access" highway, which means they can- 
not have entrance.’ Hence, in order to get a 
building permit the railroad bed must be made 
into an accepted street. f 

Lancaster's proposal is to lay a water main ' 
and to put a coat of penetrating oi] onto the 
present surface.’ If. the Water Commissioners al- 
low a six inch main the cost will be about 
$6000, plus the cost of grading, oil, etc. It 
would be done by "betterments", which means in 
effect that it wouldn't cost the town anything. 

But the contrary will probably be closer to 
the truth. 

In the first place the town itself is one of 
the principal landowners there, and for that 
portion the town would have to absorb costs. In 
the second place the Selectmen have already 


Proposed to "abate" costs for Messrs. Arthur 
Williams and Henry Jensen, both of whom own 
land abutting on the railroad bed, but facing 
on Andover Street. 

Perhaps half the cost would be paid by the 
town. 

Ironically, our old friend, Gravel Merchant 
Steve Hathaway, the center-of the "gravel war" 
of several years ago, has property on the rail- 
road bed, property that is now almost valueless 
He too, would be billed for Betterments, which 
might give some people pleasant dreams, if no- 
thing else. 

By and large Wilmington would be making a 
contribution to Insultab - which might be OK 
if the return is sufficient - a point that has 
so far been kept a secret. 


AND THE ROAD TO SALEM STREET 


Along with the Insultab Road a proposal was 
made to make the old railroad bed to Salem St. 
a highway. 

Both are thoughts that have been in the 
thinking of Wilmington people for many years, 
and have much’ to commend them. 

But again it is worth while to look at cests 
and who would pay. 

To build a road from Woburn Street to Salem 
Street over the old railbed would be easy if it 
were not for Martin's Brook, which would have 
to be bridged. 

Part of the foundation for a bridge exists, 
but only enough to make the road one car wide. 
How much it would cost to lay more foundations 
ete is a good guess. | 

. It is to be doubted if a highway could be | 
built on this half-mile stretch of railroad bed | 
for less than $10,000, - and perhaps consider- | 
ably more. i 

The town would pay half, as it owns the land | 
to the north of the railroad. 

Dr. Charles Rounds, one of the people in 
Wilmington to refuse Gravel Merchants the right 
to excavate gravel during the late Gravel War, 
is the other principal landowner. What Dr. 
Rounds would think about a highway is a ques- 
tion that could be asked - for he might have to 
pay heavily for a road that certainly wouldn't 
benefit him to any great degree.
